On December 18, 1967, ^^T-1, who has furnished 
reliabXfe duformatlon in the past, advlsed_ that the subject 
had not departed the United States as planned, but rather was 
waiting until plans he had for marr^-ge were complete at 
which tine he would then depart* ®^T->1 stated that be did 
not learn the name of the subject’s intended bride. 


On December 21, 1967,gBT-l advised that the subject ’ 
had scheduled his departure dateior the evening of this date, p/U 
December 21, 1967. He stated that he had not learned the name 
of the carrier, but that the subject was, scheduled to depart by 
plane with his first stop being London, England, 

stated that he was also unable to leai’n 
of the subject’s itinerary, but in connection with his ^ 
interest in theoretical mathematics he has been working on 
Rvo-jor-ts with a Professor of Mathematics In lies cow.

Abraham Efotloali was found guilty on November 22, 
1950 in the United States District Court, Southern 
District of New Yori; of conspiracy obstruct justice 
and intimidation of a government witness. On 
November 28, 1950, he v/as sentenced to five years 
imprisonment and a $5,000 fine on the count charging 
Intimidation of a government witness and two years 
imprisonment and a $10,000 fine on the charge of 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. 


On July 26, 1951, the United States Court of 
Appeals,- Second District, affiinned the conspiracy 
count, but reversed the count charging the intimidation ^ . .
